ZAINE, Assuming this rumor to be true, 
the disposable forces of King WILIAx 
will make quick work of Paris, and turther 
resistance on the part of France will bé 
undertaken at a most hopeless disadvan- 
tage. But if Metz and the other besieged 
places near the Prussian frontier can only 


hold out and create such a diversion as to 


gain a few weeks’ time, a new French 
army with new commanders can be brought 
into the field to prolong the war and per- 
haps to change the tide of battle altogether. 


Geiamen Unification. 

NaPoLEeon a prisoncri France appa- 
rently Aora du combat! The victorious 
paeans ot “Fatberland” mingled with ac- 
clamations King WILIA as Em- 
peror of United Germany! The general 
opinion recerves from these events an im- 
petus that carries it over all intervening 
questions to the conclusion that the only 
external obstacle to the process of German 
unification is removed, and that the heat 
of a national war bus fused all the local 
antagonisms which might keep the parts 
asunder. But, while the German heart 
swelis with a new-found sense ot pride 
and power, and warms with gratitude 
toward the brilliant success of Prussian 
leadership, the basis of German unity, in- 
volving the settlement of difficult ques- 
tions pertaining to long-established local 
autonomies, presents an intricate and 
formidable problem—a problem which, 
without any outside interference, is capa- 
ble of producing dangerous collisions | 
among an educated people agitated by op- 


parties intrenched in antiquated establish- 
ments. Put France and all Europe out of 
the way, and the tangled web of German 
destiny presents a task which plainly defies 
all human skill, and seems to await the 
ordering ot a series of special providences, 

For twenty-two years the mind of Ger- 
many has been directed to the restoration 
of that German unity which has been lost 
since the Middle Ages, and the questions 
are still mooted in German politics wheth - 
er it is worth restoring on anything like 
its old basis, and whether it can be restored 
on any other. The first attempt at resto- 
ration was made under the impulse of the 
French Revolution of 1848. A motley 
Parliament then assembled in the Frank- 
fort Paulskirche and pfoceeded to discuss 
the fundamental richts of the future Ger- 
man citizen at great length, but its strong 
socialist element disgusted the upper 
classes, there was no leading Power seri- 
ously favorable to the movement and able 
to conduct it, and, When the new constitu. 
uon was finished with Frepericx WI. 
114M as Emperor elect, the latter refused 
the imperial crown, recalled the Prussian 
Deputies from Frankfort, and left the 
Rump Parliament at Stuttgardt to be dis- 
sdlyed by the soldiery of the victorious 
reaction. Since that ume the idea of Ger- 
man unity has been a living hope in the 
German mind, waiting for events to clear 
away the theoretical mists which sur- 
rounded it, and every subsequent event has 
been considered in connection with that 
predominant idea. The reformation of 
the confederation with a view to a more 
perfect union was tound to be impossible 
under the existing dualism of Austria and 
Prussia. The leadership of one strong and 
tavorably · disposed power was felt to be 
necessary. Austria, with her Cisleithan 
and Transleithan dualism and the poly- 
glott character of her population—a con- 
glomeration of many jealous nationalities 
could not be fit for such an enterprise. 
Hence the formation of a distinct pro- 


The first attempt in this direction under 


| the regency of the present King of Prussia 


attempted to progress by moral conquests 
only, and, instead of taking advantage of 
Austria's Italian war to proceed with the 
unification of all the other German States, 
the Prussian ministers were almost per- 
suatied to go to the assistance of Austria, 
and waited until she was free to throw her 
influence with fatal effect against their 
programme ot Federal Reform before they 
proposed it. But, when RAR became 
Prime Minister, he discarded’ the Hveral

durable and strong foundation for the 
grand edifice he proposes to found upon 
it and leave to after times as a monument 
to his own genius. He ridicules the 
“ideologues,” and handles political parties 
and principles as the mere loaded 
dice with which he plays the game of 
state-cratt, or rather, perhaps, he uses them 
as the material with which to construct a 
great governmental fubric, caring for them 
only as they may serve his purpose. But

Now, is it probable that the people of 
South Germany will surrender their libe- 
ral and constitutional forms of Govern- 
ment in exebange for the Prussian despot- 
ism that prevails in North Germany? 
Will the Kings of Bavaria and Wurtem- 
burg sactifice. their sovereign: rights to 
form a more petiect Union, when the Pres- 
ent war shows the national efficiency of 
the present one? Will the national senti- 
ment demand uch a sacrifice? Will 
Prussia consent to a more liberal basis of 
union? Is it not probable that she is per- 
fectly satisfied with the present form of 
German unity, and with the opportunities 
it will give her to absorb Germany in her 
own good time and ou her own terms? 
For the present, it does not seem likely 
that South Germany, with ita Catholie 
and Ultra-Montane ascendancy, will ex- 
change its freedom for the Protestant a 
cendancy and the Prussian feudalism which 
must accompany the extension of the 
North German Confederation across the 
Main. Moreover it is not at all unlikely 
that Prussia prefers the present situation, 
at least until she can consolidate and har- 
monize her present acquisitions. 

As to the external dangers, they threat- 
en from Austria, Rusma and France. 
Austria, probably the freest State in Eu- 
rope to-day, is now in the midst of a crisis 
produced. by the same jealous dualism 
that she and Prussia caused in the former 
German Confederation, Her Cisleithan 
Germans. and her Transleithan poly- 
got nationalities are struggling for 
the mastery of the empire. Magyars, 
Czeche, Poles and other races are setting 


ot St. Wencesiaus and other symbols. of 
local autonomy against the Reichstrath, 
the constifution and the power 
of the Germans. If all the rest of Ger- 
many were united in one powerful State, 
its effect on the German provinces of 
Austria would be like that of the load- 
stone mountain on the ships in Surpnap’s 
tale. Indeed, after the treaties of military 
alhance between North and South Ger- 
many were published, Austria considered 
them as infractions of the treaty of Prague, 
and there can be no doubt that she would 
resist a cleser alliance as an act of mortal 
| hostility to herself. In this she would 
probably be sustained by both France and 
Russia, Deprived of her German pro- 
vinces, Austria would still be a great 
Danubian Empire, far more dangerous to 
the future designs of Russia than she ever 
will be under the control of her present 

tion. Considering the whole ground, 
from our distant standpomt, it seems that 
the Way to a complete unification of all 
the German-speaking people is not at all 
opened or made easy by success against 
France.

GOLD NOTES AND THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
—In strict keeping with Radical legislation for 
the past ten year’. the laws which affect fnan- 
cial and commercial affairs tnorease rather than 
dimtnish the embarrassments of business. The 
question that has arisen In New York ts this: Are 
gold no es receivable for customs duties? A cash- 
ler efa New York national bank, which de:tres 
to go inte business under the new law creating 
gold banks, has written to (he Secretary of the 
Tren ury uon the subject, for the purpose of 
having the question settled: tor it is stated that, 
unless substantial guarantees are given that tae 
circulation will decome geveral fof all uses of 
gold coin, the profits of the system will be too 
mall to Induce capitalisis to embark in the un- 
derraking. ‘ 

The ecting Secretary of the Treasury replied, 
ys the Washington correspondent of the New 
York Jourual of Commerce, in emphatic terms 
that under existing laws gold notes issned by the 
new gold banks cannot be received th payment 
of Guties on tmoorts. Tt ts sald that this decis- 
ton is the result of careful deliberation. Though 
the law establishivg gold banks ts silent on the 
subject, yet it 1s argued that the law making eus- 
toms payable in coin only probibits their pay- 
ment In anything eise.
